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Germans flinched from a Naval Battle to the Death 


Many German Warships Are 
to Be Surrendered Today--Ten 
Battleships Included in Number 


Next Monday All U-Boats Are to Be Turned over to Allies—German 
Delegates Meet British Representatives and Arrange for 
Yielding up of War Craft 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—(British Wire- 
less)--The meeting of the German dele- 
gates with the British naval repre- 
sentatives took place on Friday after- 
noon off Rosyth, on the coast of 
Scotland, 

The German representatives con- 
sisted of three delegates from the 
sailors’ and soldiers’ council and four 
delegates from the people's council, 
including Rear Admiral von Meurer. 

The surface warships which are 
to be surrendered have to be “ready 
to leave German p6¥ts seven days after 
the signing of the armistice,” that is to 
say, Monday, November 18. The sub- 
marines which are to be surrendered 
must “be prepared to leave German 
ports immediately on the receipt of a 
wireless in a port specified by the 
Allies and the United States within 
fourteen days after the signing of the 
armistice,” that is Monday, November 
25th. 

All the submarines are to be sur- 
rendered and of the surface warships 
ten battleships, six battle cruisers, 
eight light cruisers and fifty destroyers 
of the most modern type are to be 
given up. 

May Choose These Battleships 

The ten battleships which it would 
be natural to select are the Kronprinz 
Wilhelm and Bayorn, both new dread- 
noughts completed since 1916; the 
Markgraf, Konig and Grosser Kur- 
fuerst, of the Konig dreadnought class, 
completed in 1914 and 1915; and the 
Kaiser, Kaiserin,, Prinz Regent Luit- 
pold, Konig Albert and Friedrich Der 
Grosse, all dreadnoughts of the Kaiser 
class, completed in 1912 and 1913, 

Five battle cruisers, the Derfflinger, 
Hindenburg, Seydlitz, Moltke and Von 
der Tann are apparently all that Ger- | 
many has available so far as the so- 
called dreadnought battle cruisers are 
concerned. The armistice terms stipu- 
late for the surrender of six. 

Right of the most recent light 
cruisers are the Brummer, Bremen, 
Karlsruhe, Pillau, Frankfurte, Nuern- 
berg, Koein and Dresden. 

Come to Allied Ports 

Tt is only if neutral ports are not 
available that the German warships 
are to be brought for surrender to 
Allied ports. But there is reason to 


believe that since the armistice was 
signed, the neutral powers have made 
it clear that their ports are not likely 
to be available for this irksome pur- 
pose and there is no doubt that the 
surrendering German warships will be 
brought into Allied ports, 

Surface warships which are left in 
Germany will be concentrated in one 
or more of the German ports. They 
will be paid off and completely dis- 
armed and will be under the super- 
vision of a commission of surveillance 
appointed for this purpose by the as- 
sociated powers. 

Regarding the German submarines 
which fled before the revolutionaries 
and took refuge in Swedish waters 
there is no doubt that they will have 
to be surrendered. 

Regarding the Black Sea arrange- 
ments are now being made fof the sur- 
render of all ships in German hands. 
It seems now to be practically certain 
they will be surrendered without 
trouble. 

Received on British Flagship 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—Vice Admiral 
Sir David Beatty, commander of the 
grand fleet, recived Rear Admiral 
von Meurer and the other German 
naval delegates aboard the flagship 
Queen Elizabeth in the Firth of 
Forth, Scotland, Friday evening. 

The German cruiser Konigsberg, 
carrying the delegates having arrived 
at the rendevous selecetd in the after- 
noon, Admiral Meurer was taken 
to the Queen Elizabeth by a destroyer. 


The German admiral was “piped” 
aboard the flagship’s quarter deck, 
where he and the other Germans 


were received by Commodore Hubert 
Brand and escorted to Admiral Beat- 
ty’s cabin, where the conference 
lasted until the early hours of Satur- 
day morning. 

Admiral Meurer sat opposite Ad- 
miral Beatty, who had fronting him 
a model of the battle cruiser Lion, a 
memento of his famous flagship, 
while on the cabin wall at his back 
was a fine picture of Neleon. The 
German civilian delegates remained 
aboard the Konigsberg. 

The conference was resumed Satur- 
day and was concluded Saturday 
evening. Among Admiral Meurer's 
safe were a Zeppelin commander 
and a submarine commander,

Leaders, Commence Campaign 


New Parliament Must Be Elected, Says Premier, So That Representa- 
tives Can Go to Peace Conference with Authority of the People 


Behind Them—Calls Action of 


Organized Labor in Withdrawing 


from Coalition at Present as Height of Folly 


LONDON, Noy. 17.—-Premier Lloyd 
ieorge, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Andrew Bonar Law, and George 
Barnes, member of the war cabinet, 
the jeaders of the coalition govern- 
ment, opened the general election 
campaign yesterday morning by ad- 
dressing a large and_ enthusiastic 
meeting in Central Hall, Westminster, 
The Premier presided, 

Mr. Lloyd George said the new 
parliament would be the most im- 
portant ever elected in the history of 
the country, Continuing, he said: 

“The war has revealed the defects 
of the old system and we will be wise 
to take note of and remedy them. We 
cannot return to the old conditions, 

“If parliament rises to the level of 
its great opportunities, then the em 
pire and the throne will be firn'y 
established on the only solid basis— 
that of a contented and happy people. | 

“The old parliament has served its 
use and there is no time to lose as 
somebody must go to the peace con- 
ference with the authority of the 
people behind them, There is no use 
talking of blank cheques. That is 
only talking blank nonsense, 

“The question is, what body of men 
is going to settle the problems of re- 
construction? Recruiting statistics 
have reveated the terrible conditions 
as regard the physical health of the 
nation. This is due not to poverty but 
to neglect. 

“The health of the people must be 
the special concern of the state. What 
we have done towards feeding our- 
selves in the past is like feeding a 
hungry giant with a teaspoon.” 
Soldiers’ Land Settlement 
Premier hoped that many of 
the British soldiers on their return 
would be settled on the land. The 
development of transport and electric- 
ity would have to be taken in hand, 
he said, All the problems of recon-

struction must be faced by Britishers 
as patriots, and not as partisans, 
Every party, he declared, has its good 
traditions and these it would like 
forget. For the next four and a half 
years, the Premier said, he wanted to 
see all the parties united with the best 
traditions of all. 

A voice: “What about dis- 
charged soldiers’ party?” 

The Premier: “Surely, that is not a 
separate party, and the general elec- 
tion will prove it.” 

This remark was greeted with 
cheers, 

Scores Organized Labor 

The opposition, Mr. Lioyd George 
continued, was organized for fault- 
finding and made for delay. For or- 
ganized labor to withdraw from the 
coalition at the present moment, he 
declared, was the height of folly. He 
had not the slightest doubt that the 
workers of the country would con- 
demn that election. The coalition had 
been in office two years and the nation 
could see what it had done. He only 
claimed for it that it had done every- 
thing possible “to help our soldiers 
and sailors, and our allies to win the

ization and munitions of war.” 

If the nation decided that a new 
government was to take the place of 
the coalition, the Premier said that he 
and his colleagues would promise it 
their unflagging support, even to being 
hodsmen in the construction 
new edifice. In conclusion, he said: 

“Timidity is fatal to great action. 
Let us approach our task as men 
determined to lay the foundation of 
the new world on a sure basis.”

ORDER OF RELEASE 


Veterans and Married Men

OTTAWA, Nov. 17.—The following 
order was dispatched on Saturday to 
officers commanding all military dis- 
tricts: 

General demobilization—As a re- 
sult of cessation of hostilities and in 
formation just received from overseas, 
the forces in Canada will be reduced 
at once in accordance with instruc- 
tions which will be issued from time 
to time. 

Since the declaration of the armis- 
tice, the staff at militia headquarters 
has been working at top pressure, in 
order to be ready for quick action in 
connection with demobilization, and 
the cables have been busy transmit- 
ting necessary information to enable 
important decisions to be arrived at. 
All arrangements in connection with 
actual demobilization of troops rest) 
with the department of militia and) 
defence, After that has been accom- 
plished, all problems dealing with the | 
re-establishment of soldiers in civil| 
life and reconstruction generally will 
be dealt with by other department of 
the government 

In order to bring about necessary 
co-operation, a special meeting of the 
cabinet has been appointed under the 
chairmanship of Hon. J. A. Calder. 

Reduction to Be Drastic 

The first step will be a drastic re- 
duction of all military establishments 
in Canada, bringing these down to ab- 
solute requirements for the operation 
of demobilization, the care of soldiers 
in hospitals and aid of the civil power. 
For demobilization itself, a consider- 
able force will be required at militia 
headquarters, at headquarters of mili- 
tary districts and at district depots, 
which have been organized for the 
|express purpose of carrying out de- 
mobilization. In addition, there will 
be the personnel required in connec- 
tion with the medical services and 
dental services. 

Subject. jo the above .and.to the 
maintenance of a moderate force in 
aid of the civil authorities, demobiliza- 
tion of troops in Canada will be car- 
ried out as rapidly as possibile by ref- 
erence to the following classes:

Connection with Engineering 
Problems 


(Special to The Bulletin) 

CALGARY, Nov. 16,.—In an inter- 
view, G. R. Marnoch, president of the 
Lethbridge Board of Trade, said: 

“I was sorry to learn the other day 
that Professor Muir Edwards of Al- 
berta University had succumbed to 
influenza, and there is no doubt he 
fell a victim to this disease largely 
to his efforts to relieve the 
fferings of others 
“He was a particularly bright citi- 
zen of Alberta and was greatly in- 
terested in rural engineering prob- 
lems, It is one of the great needs of 
our province that we should have 
leading men such as he was, occupy- 
ing the positions that will help the 
province 10 make the best of her 
agricultural resources, and engineer- 
ing service will be of very great use- 
fulness in the next year or two. The 
needs of the north are for rural en 
gineering service to help them to get 
water off the land, and of the south 
to get water on to the land. Great 
developments are expected from irri- 
gation in the districts around Leth- 
bridge, There are nearly 20,000 acres 
at Taber for which all the plans have 
been provided, and an irrigation dis- 
trict actually formed for making use 
of spill water from the old A. R, 8. 
& Co's, system that draws water from 
the St, Mary's river. 

Mr. Peterson, the commissioner of 
irrigation, is studying further plans 
now to see what can be done with 
water that can be got from the Old 
Man River above Macleod to water 
100,000 acres around Nobleford, Iron 
Springs and Turin, just to the north of 
Lethbridge. There are further irri- 
gation possibilities for about 350,000 
acres of land southeast of Lethbridge 
upon which preliminary survey work 
has already been done. 

It is time that the province woke 
up to the possibilities in this direction 
and I greatly hope that in filling Prof. 
Muir Edwards’ vacant chair

The ter- 
ritory covered was from the flats to 
the munition factory. Soup was sent 
out each noon and motors were loaned 
in the evening to distribute baskets of 
food to each place.

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FARMERS OF 
EDMONTON DIST. 
ARE OPTIMISTIC 


Answers From Many in District 


Reveal no Discouragement 
or Pessimfsm 


If anything were needed to main- 
tain our confidence in the agricultu 
possibilities ef the Edmonton district, 
it would appear to be amply furnished 
by first hand evidence which has re- 
cently reached the board of trade 
from the farmers themaeives as to the 
results of farming operations this year. 
Though 1918 has probably been the 
most unfavore ble season in the histery 
of the Edmonton district, farming op- 
erations have, on the whole, proved 
profitable even this year, and there is 
not the slightest trace of discourage- 
ment or pessimism amongst farmers, 

In view of unusual and unfavorable 
climatic conditions that prevailed and 
the very great divergence of opinion 
&s to conditions on the farms, and 
widely varying estimates as to results 
of the season's operations, the board 
of trade sent cut a series of questions 
to a large number of farmers in the 
district, These were not sent to a 
selected list, as results in such cases 
intght be misleading, On the con- 
trary they went to every farmer ap- 
pearing in the Edmonton rural tele-! 
phone directory. So far only thirty- 
six of these questionaires have been 
returuei; but es these are widely scat- 
tered and cover all directions, they 
may reasonably be accepted as thor- 
oughly representative and :t Is believ- 
ed that if all were in, the average 
results would not be imateriully dif- 
ferent, 

Answers Instructive 

Each farmer was asked to supply 
answers to fifteen questions. The an- 
swers to these were distinctly interest- 
ing. instructive and encouraging. 

The questions as to grain crops re- 
sulted in the following information: 

These thirty-six farmers threshed:-- 

1282 acres wheat yielding 21,685 
bushels or 16;84 bushels per acre. 

2151 acres oats yielding 100,160 
bushels or 45.56 bushels per acre. 

1067 acres barley yielding 29,310 
bushels or 27.47 bushels per acre. 

An interesting point {s that nearly 
all report their wheat of high gvade, 
generally 1, 2 or 3 Northern. Only 
two report having feed wyrat. Simi- 
larly, the oats are almost all reported 
as being No. 1 or 2 Canada White or 
No. 1 feed. Barley, on the other hand, 
shows a considerable amount as of 
feed grade. It will be noticed that 
the total acreage under grain crop is 
4,500 acres, which is exactly 125 acres 
for each farm, In addition it was 
shown that there were on each farm 
24 acres of green feed. With an 
average of something like 15 acres of 
timothy and two or three acres of 
potatoes, roots and garden, and allow- 
ing twelve or thirteen acres for 1918 
breaking, it weuld appear that the 
average Edmonton district farmer has 
about 180 acres under cultivation, 

Animal Husbandry, 

Under the head of animal husban-

asked:— 

Has pasture been good in 1918? 
Twenty-six replied yes; 10, fair, while 
none said no. 

Have you sufficient winter feed? 
Yes, 35; no,

These thirty-six farmers are carry- 
ing the following live stock: 398 
horses, 877 milking cows, 777 other 
cattle, 1,103 hogs. Each farmer has 
therefore on the average 11 horses, 32 
caitie and 81 hogs. 

Under the heading “general” 
following information was elicited: 

Operations Profitable. 

Thirty-four of these thirty-six 
farmers state that their total opera- 
tions for 1918 have been profitable; 
one was not sure; and one said no,

operations for the past five years been 
profitalbe?” they made it unanimous;

“Not in Canada."

A unique situation was developed 
before Magistrate BD. F. Murphy Fri- 
day when two neglected children 
were made wards of the court, one be- 
ing a mother aged sixteen and the 
other her infant boy of five months, 
The girl came here from Seattle and 
had been working in a _ restaurant. 
One of the customers of the place 
took the child to a city hotel and there 
accomplished her ruin. This man has 
since disappeared from the city. 
Later the mother of the ruined girl! 
unaware of what had happened came 
to Canada for a visit and placed her 
in a convent. From thence the gir! 
was transferred to a hospital and 
later to a refuge home. A few days 
ago she attempted to run away, and 
the proceedings before the magistrate 
were with the object of placing her 
under protection until such time as 
her mother could be communicated 
with. 

A young unmarried woman who 
came to a nursing home in Edmonton 
from one of the rural districts, was 
taken {ll with the influenza after her 
confinement and died a few days ago, 
leaving a little son aged six weeks. 
The baby was taken to the Shelter, 
and as no one has appeared to claim 
him he was officlally declared to be a 
neglected child and made a ward of 
the court. 

At the hearing of the cases of 
Frank and Dorker Evenno, gypsies, 
charged with contributing to the de- 
linquency of a fourteen-year-old girl, 
counsel for the defence stated that it 
was their intention to appeal to a} 
higher court to have a writ of-prohi- 
bition issued on the grounds that dur- 
ing the absence of Magistrate Murphy 
through iliness the case had been ir- 
regularly adjourned by the presiding 
justice. Counsel admitted, however, 
in the argument that the trregularity 
had been at their own reqyest, and for 
their own convenience, While noting 
their objection, the magistrate pro- 
ceeded to hear the evidence, stating 
that the case having been subsequent- 
ly before the court for a further ad- 
journment and further bail recogniz- 
ances and no protest being entered by 
counsel, proceedings for a writ of 
prohibition were stopped. 

he father of the little girl, a mer- 
chant from one of the neighboring 
towns, told of her going on a visit to 
a friend in the country and of all 
trace of her being lost after she left 
the friend's house to return home. 

A returned soldier who has been 
in Edmonton for several weeks told

NOMINATING MEETINGS. 


Numerous inquiries are coming into 
the department of health as to the 
holding of nomination meetings. It is 
thought by many that the regulations 
passed by the department fn regard to 
public meetings during the epidemic 
would make it impossible to hold the 
nomination meetings. The minister 
of health states, however, that from 
the first the order forbidding public 
meetings never applied to necessary 
governmental or municipal work.

In France the press censorship 
has been removed. In the United 
States, it is announced, publishers 
are relieved from the voluntary 
censorship under which they plac- 
ed themselves at the request of the 
authorities. In Canada, so far as 
known, it is still an indictable of 
fence to offer criticism damaging 
to the Dominion Government. If 
democracy is safe for France and 
the United States, Canada should 


he able to risk it. 


The Khaki University. 

That long-looked for period, 
vaguely known as ‘*demobiliza- 
tion’? has arrived, and with it 
would seem to have arrived the 
special opportunity for the 
“khaki’’ university, which has 
been organized in Europe by Dr. 
Tory, president of the University 
of Alberta. Many people have been 
unable to see the value of such a 
specialized school for soldiers in 
the trenches. Life ..under.shell- 
fire would seem to be somewhat 
disconcerting to the student, ser” 
jous or otherwise, and conditions 
such as these would seem to be 
most unsuited for any sort of 
study, except such information 
as might be imparted by means of 
moving pictures or _ similar 
methods. 

But with the period now before 
the soldiers of the Empire, whe- 
ther that time be taken up with 
the policing of Europe, or with 
idle waiting for ships to bring 
them back, the opportunity for in- 
struction that will fit them for 
their life work after their return 
will be a real God send. 

Many of the men left just before 
they had finished their courses in 
law or medicine or arts or architec- 
ture, ete., and wish to finish so 
they can immediately be ready to 
start work when they get home. In 
fact they probably would not go 
back to college after they arrived 
home, would not finish their pre 
paration for their profession. They 
would take up some other occupa- 
tion rather than go back to their 
universities with the rust of three 
or four years to polish off, The ef- 
fort would in all probability prove 
too great and there would be lost 
to the professions men eminently 
fitted for them. 

On the other hand there are men 
who after years of out-door life 
and training that has made taut 
muscles will never be satisfied to 
go back to the linen counters, or 
to the bookkeeper’s stool. This 


} will give them the opportunity to 


= 


get ready for something else more 
to their liking. And the opportun’ 
ity will come at a time when they 
will have little else to occupy their 
time. It is better than economy 
of time, it is really double value, 

The manner in which this scheme 
was evolved almost out of the 
ground over night is typical of 
Western enterprise. And the khaki 
University has been a western en- 
terprise from the first. Just now 
Dr, Tory has brought the scheme 

}under military control, all the 
|teachers have military rank and 
the university has military stand- 
ing. This gives it a status it could 
not have had as a civilian institu- 
tion organized to serve men in 
uniform, It has been found that 
soldiers after they have been in 
the ranks for awhile are difficult 
to control by civilian organiza 
tions, 

But, the value of this organiza- 
tion is that it is now practically 
organized for the training in all 
sorts of technical branches from 
gardening and farming, to the spe- 


cialized courses on psychology, 
philosophy, ete,

The President’s Handicap. 

President Wilson sought to turn 
the war to political account by an 
appeal in which he bid for the 
votes of United States soldiers 
just as strongly as Sir Robert Bor- 
den bid for the votes of Canadian 
soldiers last fall. But whereas Sir 
Robert succeeded in electing a ma- 
jority of parliamentary suppor- 
ters, President Wilson failed to 
get a majority of Democrats elect: 
ed to Congress. 

The President over-looked a 
point. He copied Sir Robert’s 
strategy but neglected his tac- 
tics. He neglected to pass a dis. 
franchisement measure, to pro 
mise exemption from military ser- 
vice to the farmers on the eve of 


election, and to put into the 
hands of Democratic election 
workers in every constituency 


power to strike the names of qual- 
ified electors off the list and to put 
on the list the names of people who 
had no right to vote, 

President Wilson is a past mas’ 
ter in the art of using langnage. 
As an appealer he has Sir Robert 
beaten miles. But the appeal is 
not Sir Robert’s only politica] re- 
source; while 1t seems to be the 
only means the President’s con- 
science will allow him to use. Wit 
that handicap it is useless for him 
to try to imitate our Premier. The 
appeal is all right in its place, but 
for practical results Sir Robert 
knows that the blue pencil is 
mightier than the tongue. 


Starve Him Out. 

At latest reports the ex-Kaiser 
is comfortably settled in a castle 
in Holland, with ample means and | 
the apparent intention to enjoy life | 
under the protection of this sov- | 
ereign and neutral state. What he 
really relies upon, of course, is not 
the power of Holland to protect 
him, but the forbearance of the Al- 
lies. The violator of Belgian 
sovereignty and neutrality has 
confidence that the Allied powers 
willnot‘infringe upon the sov- 


ereignty and neutrality of Holland 
in order to lay hands upon him. 

This line of defence for the 
fugitive war-lord is not so impreg- 
nable as it appears. It is not neces- 
sary for the Allies to trample upon 
Dutch sovereign rights, or to med- 
dle with Holland’s neutral status 
in order to compel his expulsion. | 
The Allies are under no compul- 
sion to supply Holland with food; 
and if they do not do so the Hol-| 
landers must go hungry. However 
willing their Queen and govern- 
ment may be to provide an asylum 
for the imperial run-away, it is a 
safe conclusion that if the Allies 
stopped the shipment of foodstuffs 
to Holland the Dutch people would 
their rulers to find 
helm to take up his residence 
somewhere else, 

The renegade is safe in Holland 
only because, and so long as, _ the 
Allies choose to leave him in secur- 
ity there. They may not be able 
legally to compel the Dutch Gov- 
ernment to turn him over to them, 
but they can bring economic pres- 
‘sure upon Holland whieh would 
cause his expulsion from the 
country. And if expelled from Hol- 
land there appears to be only one 
place Wilhelm could go without a| 
tolerable certainty of falling into 
the Allies’ hands—namely, Ger- 
many. Unless it is feared that his 
reappearance in Germany would 
revive the war spirit there, no 
time should be lost in letting Hol- 
land know that it has the choice of 
going hungry or of putting Wil- 
helm over the border,
